^Kegarding each siiccessivo exliil)i- 
/,' ' tij^^rib'e liglifc of a mile-.stono, mnrk- 
; ' ing progress along tlio road that cou- 
duots to tlie perfect acieuce of agricul- 
ture, it must bo admitted that 
Afi-Thiaifsday's exhibition was satisfactory. 
All.buman. effort is gnly^comparatively 
go6d' 6^^'i>ad.^ ThemiS^^nothiug absbl- 
utelj'good or perfect. As compared 
with ijvevious efforts, that of Thursdiiy 
indicated some little improveuient 
in almost all the brauchoa. Samples 
were better and more numerous, thus 
manifestiivg more scientifio farmiug 
and increasing desire to excel. So 
• far, the retsnlt must bo oncoiu-agnig to 
all who have interested tliomHclves in 
the movement. But if the exhibition 
be regarded in it^ larger Provincial 
•■ character, it must be admitted that it 
was rather disappointing to find the 
country as a whole so poorly represent- 
ed. With the exception of a few exhi- 
bitors from the Lower Fraser, there 
was little evidence thatany interest was 
felt in the exhibition-beyond the limits 
of the District in which it vraa ' held. 
We are aware that many causes other 
than ab.solute indifl'erenco contributed 
to tliis condition, some of which it is 
hoped will not exist another year. But, 
after making due allowance for these, 
it would be mere affeotatiou to deny 
that there has been an absence of that 
practical outward manifestation of 
general interest and participation in 
tlio exhibition which it was entitled to 
claim and expect ns a most hxudablo 
and beneficent Provincial movement. 
That this seeming lethargy will be 
gradually overcome there is no reason 
to doubt; and it should bo the espe- 
cial aim of the Executive Comuiittooto 
enlist as far as possible the sympathy 
and active co-operation of outlying 
Disti-icts. The object of these exhibi- 
tions is really less to demonstrate the 
adaptation of the climate and soil of 
i-' iBrittsli Columbia to agricultural pro- 
duction than to encourage and promote 
more scientific and improved modes of 

■ treating soil tlie highly productive 
qualities of which have longsince been 
established. The object is one so cath- 
olic and so ^eneficiarin its nature and 
results, that the absence of a more gen- 

- eral interest and co-operation can only 
be explained upon tho giound of the 

" -fortuitous circuinstaiioes ah-eady hint- 
ed at. If an annual Provincial cxhi- 

,' bitioix j]tt ^liWorUiyj Of the pretentious 
designation is to be held at Victoria 
or, for tho matter of that, at any other 
point, it is obvious that District cog- 
nate efforts shoukl be auxiliary thereto; 
and it is in this way that District exhi- 
bitions themselves will become more 

" interesting and important in tlioir practi- 
= cal results. First of all tho fiirniovs come 
together to cninparo 'results in their re- 
* ' Bpectivo Distric ts, and then followsa gen- 

• , oral bringing together of the highest re- 
sults of tlio wliole. Under such an ar- 

■ rangement, tho District eflbrts would 
prove tho very life, instead of tho death, 
of the Provincial one. And tliero does 
not seem to be any bo'ter way of promot- 
ing the important object which the.so ox- 
liibitions have in view, and 6f &'aking the 
tiiie dii n'ty and importance of ugi> 
culture nioro felt and rccogniseil. It may
